The naturs and importance 
OF EXPERIMENTAL RELIGION. 


By experimental religion we do not mean any of thoſe extacisy, 
viſions, or revelations, which, though they have exiſted in th 
Church of God, yet were of an extraordinary kind, and pecuiit 
to the days of inipiration. For ſuch revelations in the pretent da 
we have no foundation in the ſacred writings. We pretend to uw 
thing of the kind ourſelves, and conſider thoſe who do as under tit 
influence of enthuſiaſm, The chriſtian experience of which vs 
ſpeak may be found in all the devotional parts of ſcripture, partei: 
larly in the pſalms of David. 

j arther, The chriſtian experience which we have in view d 
revealed truth not only for its rule, but alſo for its object. That of 
which we have experience is no other than the verity, el cacy, and 
value of the goſpel. - — 

The term, Experience, is well underſtood in common liſe. | 
ſiznifies probation, proof, or trial; like that which is made by dt 
refiner upon his metal, by the furnace, or other means, that hc wif 
diſcover whether it be genuine or counterfeit.
